Its author defines the con- 
tents of the present volume as fol- 
lows: A discussion of the. discov- 
ery and first settlement of the New 
England region; the genesis of the 
religious ideas which there tvok 
root and grew; geographic and 
other factors which shaped its

For in spite of our 
sentimental historians and orators, 
there are few students in these days 
whe are not quite aware that three- 
quarters of the early settlers were 
not devout Puritans and were in- 
deed merely nominal Episcopalians. 
Their presence in New England was 
due either to desire for adventure, 
to the wish to better their word- 
ly circumstances or a desire to 
gratify their ancestral land-hunger. 
Such students also know that the 
motives of the Puritans themselves 
were not as entirely religious as 
has sometimes been represented. 
The real service te truth given by 
Mr. mes ie that he has but- 
this already existing belief 
with direct and wunassailable evi- 
dence. 
In commenting upon the religious 
intolerance and the political narrow- 
ness of the Massachusetts colony, 
and contrasting it with the more 
liberal spirit of the founders of 
Rhode Isiand and Connecticut, the 
author sums the result of his care- 
ful and minute study of all avail- 
able records in these pregnant sen- 
temces: “The seeds of both politica) 
and religious liberty had, indeed, 
been brought to America by the 
Massachusetts colonists. But the 
leaders, partly from a dread of los- 
ing their own influence, and part- 
ly from a genuine fear of noxious 
weeds, had done thelr best to in- 
terfere with ther growth. The 
founders of Rhode Island and 
Connecticut, with less desire for 
personal power and greater courage 
as to possible tares among the 
wheat, watered and nursed the 
seeds of liberty which bore 
abundant harvest. The fajth af 
the founders was finally justi in 
both the latter colonies, and their 
commonwealths marched with Hol- 
land at the head of those strug-

“FOLLOW UP” IMPORTANT. 


C. B. Welch, assistant branch man- | 
ager of the International Harvester 
Company, and head of the loca! 
truck department, throws an interest - 
ing light on the benefits to be de- 
rived from “Road Engineer Service” 
or “Follow-Up.” Mr. Welch is very 
enthusiastic over this inspection 
service, which is rendered on Inter- 


national trucks every ninety days. 
He contends that this regular inspec- 
tion not only keeps the truck in good 
running order for the owner, Dut 
keeps the contact, which he consid- 
ers very valuable, between the pur- 
chaser and the dealer. 

In speaking of the value of this 
contact, he quoted from a recent is- 
sue of a trade publication: 

“There is one best method in 
keeping this contact. The method 
employed depends very largely on 
the size of the organization and its 
output. A very good example of how 
this work can be carried out by a 
large organization ty the method em- 
ployed by the International Harves- 
ter Company in following the fortune 
of ite trucks in the hands of 
the owners. This organization has 
100 factory branches through which 
its sales and service on trucks are 
handied and supervised. Each of 
these factory branches has what is 
known as a “road engineer,” whose 
sole duty it is to inspect the trucks 


be use in hie territory, so that every 


truck the company has in the field 
receives three to four inspections 
each year by these road engineers. 
A report on every truck is made up 
by the engineer and forwarded to 
the service manager at the factory. It 
is the duty of the service manager 
te act as a clearinghouse for all of 
this information and to properly 
tabulate it and send it to the en- 
gineering department. By complete 
card-index systems a record of every 
truck out is available. 

“In his talk with the owner of this 
truck, the road engineer is informed, 
of course, about every mishap which 
has occurred. He knows the service 
which the truck has been giving, and 
this information, together with the 
territorial peculiarities of the coun- 
try, give immediately a view of the 
service ability of that particular 
kind and size of truck in that partic- 
ular country and kind of work. 
Through this system a continual flow 
of priceless information is coming 
into the factory from every truck 
which the plant has turned out and 
put into service.” 


Mr. Welch, in speaking of condi- 
tions in the southern part of Call- 
fornia, said that the International is 
enjoying a healthy business, and stat- 
ed that twelve of their speed trucks 
have been delivered in his territory 
in the last few months. The speed 
truck is the latest addition to the 
International line, the frst models 
appearing on the Coast in May. 


Rear Axle is 
Heavy Worker 
On All Cars. 


A car with all parts working in 
harmony is the well-cared for car. 
This is the firm belief of H. J. Coger, 
vice-president and general manager 
of the Troy Motor Sales Company, 
Southern California distributor of 
the Nash six. In order to give a 
car proper care,” states Coger, an 
owner must endow each part of it's 
mechanism with a sort of 
viduality, as it were. Take the 
axles, they are really the svinal 
column of the automobile, the rear 
exile in particular, for it is not only 
the burden bearer, but it also trans- 
mits power to the other parts. 

“If you watch your machine in 
motion you will see the mechanism 
of thie backbone stirred to intense 
activity. If the axle ehafts are 
cracked or twisted, or the bearings 
crushed, get busy, for a humming 
sound from the rear axle is a warn- 
ing sound, the gears may be run- 
ning out of alignment, or the teeth 
of differential gear may be chipped 
and the bits of metal dropping down 
into the mechanism. 

Clean out the axle occasionally 
with kerosene after drawing off the 
oll, then give it just enough good 
oll, too much is likely to leak down 
into the brakes and interfere with 
their proper working. Felt washers. 
or holes drilled into the ends of the 
tubes are often used to prevent this 
leakage. You will avoid rear axle 
trouble nine times out of ten if you 
keep it lubricated with good oil.”

CINCINNATI-DAYTON RECORD 
GOES TO SMASH DURING 
SPEEDY PASH. 


“Cannonball” Baker, who has ac- 
quired a reputation as a consistent 
shatterer of automobile speed and 
endurance records, is still going 
strong in the East, according to 
L. M. Foulke, of the Boulevard 
Motors Corporation, Templar dis- 
tributors for Southern California. 
“Baker is performing in the East 
this season to satisfy Templar dis- 
tributors in that section,” he said. 

“The intrepid driver's last stunt 
was over the Cincinnati-Dayton 
road, where, driving the Templar 
Recruiter, he set a new record of 
99.9 miles round trip in 115 1-6 
minutes, making an average of 52 


miles per hour for the total dis- 
tance. 

To thoroughly appreciate what 
a record of this kind means, it 
should be borne in mind that the 
route carried the car over 54 ralil- 
road crossings, 222 turns and 
through the heart of Hamilton, 
Miamisburg, Franklin and Carrol- 
ton, stated Foulke. “The record 
was timed by newspaper representa- 
tives and the Western Union.” 


A REAL DANGER IN 
OVER-LUBRICATION.

BOTH PURSE AND MOTOR SUF- 
FER FROM TOO LAVISH USE 
OF OTL CAN, 


Too much oil may be as bad for 
the motor car's health as too little 
ofl, in the opinion of J. Benjamin 
Fahy, authorized Ford dealer of 
Los Angeles. Discussing the dangers 
of both extremes in lubrication, he 
says: 

“Many a Ford owner is prone to 
fill the crankcase too full of oil, 


gives it, under normal conditions, 


fifteen to twenty thousand miles 
life. The tread wears away 80 
slowly that were the lost tread 
stock evenly distributed over the 
road, only the width of the tread, 
it would be but nine ten millionths | 
of an inch in thickness. | 
Even the most powerful micro- 
scope can magnify but 3000 times 
which is far too coarse to detect so’ 
minute a rubber film. Consider that 
this rubber deposit along the road 
way compares in thickness to an 
inch as the distance from New 
York to Denver compares with the 
Gistance of the earth from the sun.

‘GOOD STEERING G 


IS A REAL ART. 


Reasons Why Car is Easy or 
Hard to Handle. 


Wheels Are in Line. 


Proper Lubrication Always a 
Big Factor. 


The average motor car owner 
Probably will be surprised to be told 
that he doesn’t know what really 
good steering means. The reason is 
that o many factors contribute tc 
helping or hindering the easy 
guidance of the modern car that 
many of them 
looked by most owners, and the re- 
sult is that they consider satisfactory 
steering what is in reality very far 
from perfect. 

ABOUT THE SAME. 

All modern automobiles use es- 
sentially the same steering system, 
comprising the wheel fastened to a 
post and connected by linkage to a 
movable knuckle attached to the side 
of the front axle, the two knuckles 
being connected by à further link- 
age. By turning the steering whee! 
the post moves the linkage to one 
front wheel, and because of the 
connection to the other this also 
moves in unison. 

The steering gear, properly - 
ing. is the mechanism at the r 
end of the steering post, and the 
different types take their names 
from the forms of gears used in 
them. There is the worm and wheel 
type, the worm and sector, screw 
and nut. bevel gear and rack and 
pinion. All these gearings are merely 
different ways of accomplishing the 
same end. They are nothine more 
than a reduction gearing for reduc- 
ing the motion of the steering wheel. 
The worm and wheel and the screw 
* nut types are those commonly 


ALIGN WHEELS. 

To begin with it is important that 
the front wheels shall be properly 
aligned if the car is to steer with 
maximum ease. Now all wheels are 
cambered and toed-in to a certain 
extent. The amount of this varies 
with different cars, but the owner 
should take pains at least twice a 
Season to see that his wheels are 
properly aligned. 

There are certain methods 
making this test. which is simple 
enough if the operator knows how. 
but if he is not familiar with the 
proper procedure he should take the 
ear to his service station and have 
the test made. the cost being nom- 
inal. Incidentally, if the owner 
makes the test himself he should 
ascertain from the service station 
what is the proper amount of cam- 
ber and toe-in for the wheels of 
his vehicle. 

Any time that the car fs involved 
in a collision of any kind. even if 
it ig with the curb, the wheel] align- 
ment should be checked up. Im- 
a te alignment results not only in 

indering the steering of the car, 
but in excessive tire wear. 

CAN BE CHANGED. 

If the alignment of the wheels is, 
feund to be incorrect, it may be al- 
tered by manipulation the tie rod. 
This latter is the rod which runs 
from one knuckle 
Other and which has a movable por- 
tion at either end. Hard steering 
is often caused by misalignment of 
the front wheels through an error 
in the toe-in or gather and a cor- 
rection of this fault will bring a 
marked improvement in the guid- 
ance of the vehicle. 

In addition to the toe-in and tilt 

ven to the wheels, many manufac- 
urers of motor vehicles tilt the 
front axile or the ends of the axle 
known as knuckles.

Bathing. 
OLLOWING is an A. P. dispatch from 
San Francisco. 

“Too many baths, too much personal 
cleanliness, is breaking down the health of 
the American public, said Dr. J. Cameron 
Pickett, San Francisco physician, before the 
convention of the National Association of 
Chiropodists. 

“Dr. Pickett’s subject was skin lesions, 
and We declared the rapid increase in the 
prevalence of this condition convinced him 
America had carried the subject of bathing 
too far. He said his point was supported 
by the fact that golfers, tennis enthusiasts 
and others indulging in some form of ath- 
letics were particularly susceptible to skin 
lesions.” 

Bathing, like 
anything else, may be overdone. Man is not 
a fish, although our remote ancestors 
emerged from the ocean slimes, but that was 
many years ago.

Blood Tests. 


MOVE to establish compulsory blood 

tests of children between birth and 
school ages with a view to discovering and 
eradicating ‘inherited and other diseases’ 
has been initiated by the International Asso- 
ciation for Racial Purification of San Fran- 
cisco, which has filed articles of incorpora- 
tion with the Secretary of State. The as- 
sociation proposes to advocate the adoption 
of blood tests by State, county and city 
health boards and other agencies through- 
out the United States. 

With exception of tests for blood pressure, 
blood tests are misleading, worthless and 
often cruelly harmful in their results. 

Thus, an acid condition of the blood will 
often give a positive“ Wassermann test for 
syphilis. 

A prominent physician has said that he 
could change the result of a laboratory test 
by giving a man a Class of beer.

Not the Happy Isles? Nor Mirror Lake? 
Nor Bridal Veil? 

No, none of them. 

The Happy Isles are enchanting. Mirror 
Lake breathes a dreamy, restful spirit. Po- 
hono charms one into coming again and 
again. But no one of them stirs the soul to 
that exaltation without which glory cannot 
be. 


Sierra Point is of Minor But 
W onderful Beauty. 
HE spot whose glory 1 would qualify is 
Sierra Point. I cannot bring myself to 


exclude it entirely; neither can I place it 
with Glacier Point and the others of more

From Glacier Point We Cet 
a Wonderful Prospect. 


VERYONE who does any trail-climbing 
at all about the Yosemite stands at some 
time or other on Glacier Point. Many stay 
there over night, m order to see the valley 
fade away in darkness and to watch the 
morning light breaking over the High Sierra. 
Not a few are so charmed with the place 
that they stay there for a week or more. 
The prospect from Glacier Point across 
the valley, over the nearby domes, and away 
to the white-mantled, distant mountains is 
worth seeing at any time—even though it be 
at high noon, when of all the day and night 
there is least contrast of light and shade, as 
well as the greatest poverty of color. But 


a moonlight night the time of serene exalta- 
tion. . 

From northeast to southeast, some twenty 
miles away, there is a grand sweep of the 
white-ridged range, from Mt. Hoffman on 
the left to Mt. Clark on the right. Deep 
gashes in the foreground are guide-lines 
which point to these landmarks — Tenaya 
Canyon to Mt. Hoffman, and toward Mt. 
Clark the gorge wherein Vernal and Ne- 
vada Falls lie white and gleaming. To the 
right of Nevada Fall, Mt. Starr King thrusts 
his sharp-pointed head up out of a dark pine 
forest. 

Directly across the valley stand the domes, 
a gray-granite regiment, their captain, the 
majestic Half Dome, towering high above 
the others. This view of Half Dome from 
Glacier Point is so unique, so vivid and so 
compelling that it makes in my memory a 
picture absolutely distinct from that Half 
Dome seen from the central part of the val- 
ley floor. It is from this standpoint that it 
shows as an almost perfect half- dome. 

I do not wonder that these great rock feat- 
ures of the valley exercised a mystical in- 
fluence over the simple-minded and nature- 
loving Indians, and that they made them the 


transcendent luster. 
The view from Sierra Point is fine. Be- 


ginning at Liberty Cap, on the extreme left, 


there is a grand sweep of vision past Ne- 
vada Fall and along the south wall of the 
gorge, taking in Panorama Cliff and Ililou- 
ette Canyon on the south, and bringing up 
suddenly against the towering wall of Glia- 
cier Point on the west. Of the main valley in 
the northwest, there is glimpse. 

Towards two points the view is especial- 
ly fine, due east and due sovth. Due east lies 
the gorge of the Merced, with Vernal Fall in 
the very center of the picture, and with 
Liberty Cap at the farther end. The upper 
part of Nevada Fall shows over the shoul- 
der of the ridge at the right of Vernal Fall, 
and at the bottom of the gorge white patches 
of the river show among the dark ever- 
greens. It is a perfect picture! Seldom 1¹ 
one found so evenly balanced, 

Southward the view is equally fine. Square

(anyon, cutting a sharp wedge out of the 
high wall, and running up to meet a little

Sentinel Dome is Unique, 
a Glory Peak Sublime. . 
ENTINEL DOME stands fully a mile from 
the rim of the valley, but its height and 
commanding position are such that it affords 
one of the most magnificent panoramas to 
be found in the whole region. It is at almost 
the exact center of a circle, through half the 
circumference of which the valley sweeps in 
its course from the Happy Isles to beyond 
Rocky Point, just under the Three Brothers. 

Come, stand with me on the summit of 
Sentinel Dome and survey the scene! 

The near rim interferes with a view of 
the valley’s floor, except down toward El 
Capitan, but the opposite rim and wall show 
up magnificently. And, because we are at 
the center of the circle of this arc, we can 
look straight up the valleys of the streams 
which pour their waters into the Yosemite 
from the east and north. 

There on the east ig the Merced coming 
down from the Great White Range. We can- 
not see much of its valley, because of inter- 
fering ridges, but its wide-flung watershed 
shows clear to the top of the main divide. 

To the northeast is Tenaya Canyon. Half 
Dome stands as a guard between it and the 
Merced. On the north of Tenaya Canyon is 
North Dome and Indian Ridge. Then comes 
the short, steep canyon of Indian Creek. 
Castle Cliffs and Yosemite Point separate 
this from the break in the rim where Yo- 
semite Creek plunges to its half-mile fall. 
The basin of Yosemite Creek is heavily 
wooded, and at its farthest limit the mas- 
sive head of Mt. Hoffman bars more distant 
vision. 

Our view sweeps along the farther rim to 
the westward, There in the northwest is 
Eagle Peak. His two lesser brothers are 
just underneath, but we must look closely 
in order to pick them out, for the three are 
in almost a direct line from our point of 
view. Then on to the left again, until, the 
in the west, we look down through the Por- 
tal, guarded on the north by El Capitan and 
on the south by Cathedral Rocks. 

When we turn from the valley and sweep 
the other half of the circle, we behold a 
forest country, lying but a little lower than 
the pivot on which we stand.

| F YOU wish to see Yosemite Valley spread 


out before you as a map, take your sta- 
tion on Yosemite Point—a projection of the

Directly over Half Dome, in the far dis- 
tance, show two triangular points of snow. 
They are the twin peaks, Lyell and McClure, 
which stand at the junction of the lateral 
range, which separates the watersheds of 
the Tuolumne and Merced rivers, with the 
Main Divide. They are each over 13,000 
feet. McClure is on the left, Lyell on the 
right. 

A little south of Lyell is Rodgers Peak, 
also over 13,000 feet. 
and Foerster peaks, each over 12,000 feet. 
After them, Mt. Clark—much nearer—inter- 
venes, and we cannot see Long Mountain 
and Isberg Peak, which come next in order 
in the Main Divide; but those of us who 
have tramped the region know they are 
there. On the right of Clark, Merced and 
Triple Divide peaks show up finely. 

Truly, it is a wonderful array of snowy 
peaks! 

On the left of Half Dome, we covld follow 
the Main Divide in the other direction, did 
not Clouds Rest thrust up its bulky form to 
nearly 10,000 feet and block the view.

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“Honest Labor is Dignity Personified.

HE absence of a fundamental sense of 
the dignity of labor is a serious lack 
in a man’s nature. Without this 
sense he can achieve nothing worth 

i while. Whatever success comes to him is 
ephemeral—indeed it is not success at all 
but only a garment of glamor that Failure 
dons in order to deceive her victim. Those 
who refuse to recognize labor for what it is, 
who deny its place in the universe, who be- 
lieve that the complicated machinery of so- 
ciety can be run by mere pleasant waves of 
the hand—such are deluded. The truth is 
not in them; they see life “as in a glass, 
darkly”—their feet will never carry them to 
the heights because their eyes do not find 
the path. Men who decry the beauty of 
work and doubt its necessity lack mental 
proportion. 

There are, as oe have always been, peo- 
ple who strive to see life ag it really is. 
Perhaps no one reaches the place where this 
is accomplished for the mental and spiritual 
vision is limited, as is the physical. But 
there are certain truths that should be rec 
ognized—some statements that would seem 
axiomatic to even a commonplace reasoning 
equipment. One of these is the statement 
that work is, in its essence, a beautiful 
thing. It is always beautiful. It may be 
typified by the figure of a woman, whose 
real loveliness is hidden under the dirt which 
men have cast upon her. 


What is the modern attitude toward work? 
What does the “man in the street” think of 
his job? How does the woman at home look 
upen the duties that fall to the housewife? 
In what light does the social drone consider 
the labor of other hands? In what spirit 
do the adolescent boy and girl approach the 
prospect of a lifetime of work? 


The answer is, that with a few exceptions, 
they one and all despise and disdain labor. 
In places where workers gather, at lunch 
counters, in offices and mills, from groups 
talking in the street, one phrase is often 
heard— getting by!” It is like the chorus 
of a song, a refrain that is sung with a sneer 
on the mouth and ends with a derisive laugh. 
The man who works because he likes it fs 
not all there; the one who gives time, 
thought or muscular effort beyond what has 
been absolutely contracted for is a “boob.” 
The laborer who puts himself into his work 
is a “nut.” 


The Aim of the Shirker 
is Merely to “Cet By.” 


TIE man who receives the homage of gap- 
ing worshipers and before whom is of- 
fered up the incense of countless cigarettes, 
is that one who does as near nothing as pos- 
sible. He is the smart fellow who is “get- 
ting by.” 
° The streets are cluttered with women 
who frankly say that they will not work. 
They intend to have leisure and costly 
clothes and amusements without labor. They 
will marry but they refuse to keep house or 
give children to the world. They are deter- 
mined to get everything and make no re- 
turn. It is such women who will not spend 
a half-hour washing dishes, but use three 
hours of precious time to match stockings 
with gloves. Their goddess is the composite 
figure of all those women who are shirking 
and “getting by with it.” 

In our world today there are painful and 
disagreeable facts to be faced. There is a 
lack of necessities, there are famine and dis- 
ease an muttering threats of those who 
have power to work evil. The most discour- 
aging condition of all is that the human 
race as a whole is “lying down on the job.” 


Economic Facts Will 
Not Help if Not Applied. 


T WOULD require a long period of time 
merely to read all that has been written 
on the subject of labor. And if that were done 
but little headway would be made toward 
understanding the problem and no light re- 
ceived upon the solving of it. Nearly every- 
thing written upon the subject is biased by 
personal opinions. Mountains of uncorrelat- 
ed facts have been built up, floods of statis- 
tics let loose upon readers and remedies of 
all sorts suggested. But the net result 
any amovnt of reading is only a vast weari- 
ness and a still deeper plunge into 
mism.

Fear the Cause of the 
Modern Disdain of Labor? 


HE answer is—Fear. 1 

The reason why people fear work is 
that they do not see it as a necessary part 
of the fabric of life. To them it appears an 
ugly patch upon a garment which would be 
fairer without it. They fear that labor en- 
tails the losing or missing of something. 
They fear the good which comes to others 
and may pass them by. They fear the opin- 
ions of the majority, with whom it is the 
fashion to deride work. The juggernaut of 
mass psychology crushes them because they 
are too weak to get out of its way. All 
shirking has its root in fear, a paper dragon 
that confronts the people of today. By it 
they are prevented from entering the treas- 
ure house built for those who are brave 
enough to live while they are alive. 

The results of this world-wide belittling of 
labor is seen in every relation of life. No 
drastic laws, summary punishments, nor any 
number of police can stop crime waves as

every man in the world today “had a mind 
to work,” there would be no famine and no 
waste places. 

The shirkers are punished by the contract- 
ing of their own vision. Those incapable 
of viewing their responsibilities in any 
light but the temporary consideration, are 
incapable of seeing anything correctly. The 
man whose conception of labor's place is 
small, will in time view all problems in the 
same way. He will practise so long on nar- 
rowing his range of vision that finally he 
will perfect himself in that dubious art. The 
Bible, full of fundamental truths, has this 
to say of such an one: that “the thing he 
fears will come upon him.” That which he 
wished to avoid, meets him. e man who 
belitties labor is in turn belittled by the 
forces of nature, themselves always labor. 
ing. He fears that he will miss the good 
things of life and he does mies them. He 
fears the ill opinion of others and finds 
himself shut out from all circles whose 
members really achieve. If he be rich, he 
ends in a boredom more commonplace than 
the humblest task he despises. If he is poor, 
he finds himself to be what he dcotested— 
the “under dog.” The man who cheats oth- 
ers may be clever; but the one who cheats 
himself is a fool snd even Nature spews him 
out of her mouth. 


Honest Labor is Not 
Opposed to Best Modern Spirit. 


ANY cherish the belief that manual la- 
bor is ott of keeping with modern 
thought. it such persons read history at 
all they certainly give it but the most su- 
perficial consideration. In ancient art the 
models were nearly always represented in 
repose or in a form of diversion. Nobody 
worth while worked, if we judge from the 
relics of art which have come dow to us. 
Slaves labored but freemen sat in solemn 
and perpetual repose. 

But at the commencement of the Middle 
Ages people began to represent labor as a 
thing worthy of honor in itself. Chaucer, 
father of modern short stories, made every- 
body in his “Canterbury Tales” tell “what 
he did“ —in other words, tell what work he 
performed. Their naive curiosity as to each 
other’s occupations arouses a smile. But 
there was a rugged wholesomeness in Chau- 
cer’s stories, that came from just such fea- 
tures in them. How much more illuminating 
and interesting to know a man's work than 
hig name or possessions! 

In the Middle Ages the guilds arose. They 
were associations of men in certain trades 
who loved their work, took pride in the out- 
put of their hands and made novices prove 
themselves worthy to follow a trade. It was 
in the same period of time that wonderful 
and beautiful products of human hands were 
given to the world. 

Coming down to our own time we see this 
glorification of labor In the work of Rodin, 
who has no superior as a sculptor. His fig- 
ure “The Thinker” is familiar to all. Who 
is this Thinker? He might as well be called 
the “Laborer,” for his brawny body is that 
of a man who has worked. In every line is 
traced the strength that comes only from 


sight of genius, chose that model. This 
“Thinker” is no grubbing bookworm, no 
puny brain superimposed on a soft body. The 
great sculptor knew that the ideal thinker 
is a man who works. 

Whistler's portrait of his mother has been 
proclaimed the finest likeness of our time. 
Whether or not this is true, it is a great 
portrait. It is the picture of an old woman 
who had lived a useful life. There is no 
sign of the parasitic, butterfly type of the 
feminine and the beholder knows instinctive- 
ly that Whistler's mother worked. The ideal 
man and woman are those who labor: and 
the ideal state is not one in which no one 
works, but one in which everyone works.

features. These belong to its physical side, 
Labor itself, and every individual phase of it, 
has also a spiritual aspeg.

make jam. They were never cultivated. 

In his book “A Vagabond Journey Around 
the World.” Harry A. Franck tells how 
blackberries grow plentifully along the road 
sides in France, but the natives never eat 
them, even when the~ are hungry, and were 
astonished that he ate them. He found 7 
lar conditions prevailing in Italy. The 


tives ed him, when he ate black — 
as we pity a man who picks up a crust of 
bread.

“Blackberries grow profus ty in France, 
the French do not think they are good to 
eat and the peasants look on rather amazed 
and shout warnings as the American sol- 
diers push through the bed zes and eat their 
un of the luscious fruit direct from the 
briars. All the blackberries during the last 
season went to the Yankee tre ~s. 

“The French charge several evils to the 
blackberry. One form of acute stomach 
trouble is laid to the fruit. American Army 
medical authorities, thinking at first on hear 
ing the French warnings that the European 
brand might be different from the American 
fruit, investigated the products, but found 
nothing unusval. And troops that «ve eat 
en the berries in copious quantities have 
suffered no ill effects.” 


In her book “French Life in Town and 
Hannah Lynch writes: 

“Many years ago I shocked an amiable 
gentieman and his son by breaking away 
from them to gather and eat lovely black 
berries, along the paths. They told me it 
was considered extremely improper in 
France.” 


W. H. Koebel, in “Modern Chile,” tells 
how that country might well be called 
“blackberry land.“ Hundreds of square 
miles are covered with blackberry bushes. 
The farmer regards them as a curse. Clumps 
grow twenty feet high, of great density, so 
that they form impenetrable hedges. The 
fruit is in the form of enormous bunches, 
twenty or thirty of these bunches filling a 
good-sized basket. They die and rot on the 
brshes. The natives have plenty of other 
fruit. 


What a fine location for the establishment 
of a jam factory. 

Blackberries are usually classed as an 
astringent food. Many, who would think it 
highly improper to drink whisky, indulge— 
or did indulge — in a glass of blackberry 
brandy, “for their stomach's sake.” 

The blackber-y is rich in lime, magnesia 
and potash. Magnesium is a cell builder, 
particularly of the nervous system. It also 
aids in the reduction of foreign matter, and 
waste. Potassium antidotes acid-forming 
foods, like meat and cereals. 

The blackberry is much similar in mineral 
contents to the strawberry. Also, like the 
strawberry and the apple, the acid it con- 
tains is malic acid. 

The slight amount of tannin in the skin 
of the blackberry may account for its astrin- 
gent properties. This tannin is brought out 
when the fruit is soaked in alcohol. Tannin 
is found also in the skins of black grapes, 
and in berries like billberries, and more so 
in olives, in tea and in the skins of walnuts. 

All fruit juices are good in diarrhoea, be- 
€ause the acids are healthful and healing. 
Diarrhoea should not be stopped, but encour- 
aged. It is an effort of nature to remove 
foul matter from the system. What wovld 
you think of a man who stopped up an out- 
fall sewer? 

The prejudice against the blackberry, in 
ati countries, is something like the preju- 
dice which formerly.prevailed in the United 
States against the tomato, then called the 
“love apple.” It was supposed to be poison- 
ous.

N THE past the Chinese have died mainly 
from famine and overwork. Now, they 
will have a chance to die from other causes. 
John D. Jockefeller, Jr., chairman of the 
board of the Rockefeller Foundation, is on 
his way to China, where he will preside at 
a conference of the Chinese medical board, 
in connection with the Peking Union Medi- 
cal College. Approximately fifty persons will 
accompany the party from Vancouver. They 
represent educational associations in the 
United States and Great Britain, most of 
them being members of the board of trus- 
tees of the Rockefeller Foundation. 

China, with its 400,000,000, opens a great 
field for medical jobs, and medical experi- 
ments. No wonder there have already been 
revolts in India against this movement.

“It is possible that they may include some 
practical and useful instruction and possible, 
also, that the Chinese will have something 
to teach their foreign teachers. 


„Modern medical science is so ‘scientific’ 
as to be dangerous to the Chinese or others 
in its application. Modern medicine has mul 
tiplied particulars and complicated a simple 
science. It has (rated mysteries and in- 
creased confusion. 


“Chinese methods of medical treatment 
are not free from objection, but some of 
them are not more visionary than those in- 
vented by American research institutes. The 
good way to help the Chinese is to give 
them better food and better homes. Were 
this plan perfected they yould not need 
costly medical schools.” 

With his hundreds of millions of dollars, 
John D. Rockefeller is doing an immense 
amount of harm, although doubtless he has 
permitted himself to be persuaded that he is 
doing good. 

Dietetic Suggestions.

The prospect from Glacier Point across 
the valley, over the nearby domes, and away 
to the white-mantiled, distant mountains is 
worth seeing at any time—even though it be 
at high noon, when of all the day and night 
there is least contrast of light and shade, as 
well as the greatest poverty of color. But 
sunrise and sunset are the glory hours, and 
a moonlight night the time of serene exalta- 
tion. 

From northeast to southeast, some twenty 
miles away, there is a grand sweep of the 
white-ridged range, from Mt. Hoffman on 
the left to Mt. Clark on the right. Deep 
gashes in the foreground are guide-lines 
which point to these landmarks — Tenaya 
Canyon to Mt. Hoffman, and toward Mt. 
Clark the gorge wherein Vernal and Ne- 
vada Falls lie white and gleaming. To the 
right of Nevada Fall, Mt. Starr King thrusts 
his sharp-pointed head up out of a dark pine 
forest. 

Directly across the valley stand the domes, 
a gray-granite regiment, their captain, the 
majestic Half Dome, towering high above 
the others. This view of Half Dome from 
Glacier Point is so unique, so vivid and so 
compelling that it makes in my memory a 
picture absolutely distinct from that Half 
Dome seen from the central part of the val- 
ley floor. It is from this standpoint that it 
shows as an almost perfect half-<dome. 

I do not wonder that these great rock feat- 
ures of the valley exercised a mystical in- 
fluence over the simple-minded and nature- 
loving Indians, and that they made them the 
seats of the gods. Half Dome was the dwell- 
ing place of Tissiack, their white-winged 
goddess of the valley. On account of its 
great height, Half Dome catches the sun's

other parts of the valley rim, and I have 
often wondered if this might not be what

ENTINEL DOME stands fully a mile from 

the rim of the valley, but its height and 
commanding position are such that it affords 
one of the most magnificent panoramas to 
be found in the whole region. It is at almost 
the exact center of a circle, through half the 
circumference of which the valley sweeps in 
its course from the Happy Isles to beyond 
Rocky Point, just under the Three Brothers. 

Come, stand with me on the summit of 
Sentinel Dome and survey the scene! 

The near rim interferes with a view of 
the valley’s floor, except down toward El 
Capitan, but the opposite rim and wall show 
up magnificently. And, because we are at 
the center of the circle of this arc, we can 
look straight up the valleys of the streams 
which pour their waters into the Yosemite 
from the east and north. 

There on the east ig the Merced coming 
down from the Great White Range. We can- 
not see much of its valley, because of inter- 
fering ridges, but its wide-flung watershed 
shows clear to the top of the main divide. 

To the northeast is Tenaya Canyon. Half 
Dome stands as a guard between it and the 
Merced. On the north of Tenaya Canyon is 
North Dome and Indian Ridge. Then comes 
the short, steep canyon of Indian Creek. 
Castle Cliffs and Yosemite Point separate 
this from the break in the rim where Yo- 
semite Creek plunges to its half-mile fall. 
The basin of Yosemite Creek is heavily 
wooded, and at its farthest limit the mas- 
sive head of Mt. Hoffman bars more distant 


the westward. There in the northwest is 
Eagle Peak. His two lesser brothers are 
just underneath, but we must look closely 
m order to pick them out, for the three are 
in almost a direct line from our point of 
view. Then on to the left again, until, due 
in the west, we look down through the Por- 
tal, guarded on the north by El Capitan and 
on the south by Cathedral Rocks.

The laborer who puts himself into his work 
is a “nut.”

HE man who receives the homage of gap- 
ing worshipers and before whom is of- 
fered up the incense of countless cigarettes, 
is that one who does as near nothing as pos- 
sible. He is the smart fellow who is “get- 
ting by.”

They intend to have leisure and costly 
clothes and amusements without labor. They 
will marry but they refuse to keep house or 
give children to the world. They are deter- 
mined to get everything and make no re- 
turn. It is such women who will not spend 
a half-hour washing dishes, but use three 
hours of precious time to match stockings 
with gloves. Their goddess is the composite 
figvre of all those women who are shirking 
and “getting by with it.” 

In our world today there are painful and 
disagreeable facts to be faced.

The man who 
belitties labor is in turn belittled by the 
forces of nature, themselves always labor. 
ing. He fears that he will miss the good 
things of life and he does miss them. He 
fears the ill opinion of others and finds 
himself shut out from all circles whose 
members really achieve. If he be rich, he 
ends in a boredom more commonplace than 
the humbiest task he despises. If he is poor, 
he finds himself to be what he dctested— 
the “under dog.” The man who cheats oth- 
ers may be clever; but the one who cheats 
himself is a fool snd even Nature spews him 
out of her mouth. 


Honest Labor is Not 
Opposed to Best Modern Spirit. 


ANY cherish the belief that manual la- 
bor is ott of keeping with modern 
thought. If such persons read history at 
all they certainly give it but the most su- 
perficial consideration. In ancient art the 
models were nearly always represented in 
repose or in a form of diversion. Nobody 
worth while worked, if we judge from the 
relics of art which have come dow to us. 
Slaves labored but freemen sat in solemn 
and perpetual repose. 

But at the commencement of the Middle 
Ages people began to represent labor as a 
thing worthy of honor in itself. Chaucer, 
father of modern short stories, made every- 
body in his “Canterbury Tales” tell “what 
he did”—in other words, tell what work he 
performed. Their naive curiosity as to each 
other’s occupations arouses a smile. But 
there was a rugged wholesomeness in Chaw 
cer’s stories, that came from just such fea- 
tures in them. How much more illuminating 
and interesting to know a man's work than 
his name or possessions! 

In the Middle Ages the guilds arose. They 
‘were associations of men in certain trades 
‘who loved their work, took pride in the out- 
put of their hands and made novices prove 
themselves worthy to follow a trade. It was 
in the same périod of time that wonderful 
and beautiful products of human hands were 
given to the world. 

Coming down to our own time we see this 
glorification of labor in the work of Rodin, 
who has no superior as a sculptor. His fig- 
ure “The Thinker” is familiar to all. Who 
is this Thinker? He might as well be called 
the “Laborer,” for his brawny body is that 
of a man who has worked. In every line is 
traced the strength that comes only from

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Blackberries. 
NEW species of blackberry, nearly 
four times as large as the domestic 
garden variety, has been discovered 
in Colombia, by American 
is being experimented on by the Depar 
. ot Agriculture, with a view to distri- 
ution to farmers. 
1 Fifty years ago, in England, blackberries 
were known only as a wild fruit, gathered 
by children, and hy some housewives, to 
make jam. They were never cultivated. 

In his book “A Vagabond Journey Around 
the World,” Harry A. Franck tolls how 
blackberries grow plentifully along the road- 
sides in France, but the natives never eat 
them, even when the~ are hungry, and were 
astonished that he ate them. He found simi- 
lar conditions prevailing in Italy. {he 5 
tives ed him, when he ate black 
as we 
bread. 

Following is a press dispatch from France, 
during war. 

“Blackberries grow profus ty in France, 
the French do not think they are good to 
eat and the peasants look on rather amazed 
and shout warnings as the American sol- 
diers push through the bed zes and eat their 
un of the luscious fruit direct from the 
briars. All the blackberries during the last 
season went to the Yankee tres. 

“The French charge several evils to the 
blackberry. One form of acute stomach 
trouble is laid to the fruit. American Army 
medical authorities, thinking at first on hear 
ing the French warnings that the European 
brand might be different from the American 
fruit, investigated the products, but found 
nothing unusval. And troops that ve eat. 
en the berries in copious quantities have 
suffered no ill effects.” 

In her book “French Life in Town and 


“Many years ago 1 shocked an amiable 
gentieman and his son by breaking away 
from them to gather and eat lovely black 
berries, along the paths. They told me it 
was considered extremely improper in 
France.” 

W. H. Koebel, in “Modern Chile,” tells 
how that country might well be called 
“blackberry land.“ Hundreds of square 
miles are covered with blackberry bushes. 
The farmer regards them as a curse. Clumps 
grow twenty feet high, of great density, so 
that they form impenetrable hedges. The 
fruit is in the form of enormous bunches, 
twenty or thirty of these bunches filling a 
good-sized basket. They die and rot on the 
bushes. The natives have plenty of other 
fruit.

Blackberries are usually classed as an 
astringent food. Many, who would think it 
highly improper to drink whisky, indulge— 
or did indulge — in a glass of blackberry 
brandy, “for their stomach's sake.” 

The blackber-yv is rich in lime, magnesia 
and potash. Magnesium is a cell builder, 
particularly of the nervous system. It also 
aides in the reduction of foreign matter, and 
waste. Potassium antidotes acid-forming 
foods, like meat and cereals. 

The blackberry is much similar in mineral 
contents to the strawberry. Also, like the 
strawberry and the apple, the acid it con- 
tains is malic acid. 

The slight amount of tannin in the skin 
of the blackberry may account for its astrin- 
gent properties. This tannin is brought out 
when the fruit is soaked in alcohol. Tannin 
is found also in the skins of black grapes, 
and in berries like billberries, and more so 
in olives, in tea and in the skins of walnuts. 

All fruit juices are good in diarrhoea, be- 
€ause the acids are healthful and healing. 
Diarrhoea should not be stopped, but encour- 
aged. It is an effort of nature to remove 
foul matter from the system. What would 
you think of a man who stopped up an out- 
fall sewer?

How about arresting some of the thous- 
ands of regular“ physicians, whose patients 
die every day, in spite—or because of—ethi- 
cal drugging, doping and operating treat- 
ment, and then sending their patients, who 
are yet alive, to be treated by natural and 
effective methods? 

Mistakes may, of course, be made, in any 
kind of treatment I know nothing of this 
particular case. It is, however, safe to say, 
that for every death under natural treat- 
ment, there are 100,000 who die, when mal- 
treated by the unnatural methods of medi- 


cal science.” 


The Price of Peace.

Blood and Diet. 


HE idea that you must drink blood, or 

eat bloody flesh, to make blood, is a 
childish superstition, on a par with that of 
the savage, who believes he may gain cour- 
age by eating his enemy's hefirt. 

Following is from the Philadelphia Bulle- 
tin: 

“Twenty-six blood transfusion operations, 
giving an average of three-quarters of a 
quart of blood each time, is the present rec- 
ord of Thomas Shaw, 26, 933 North Watts 
street, known to medical men as the ‘blood 


“Shaw, according to surgeon, is possessed 
of unusual blood in that it is a blending of 
the four classifications, which mix perfectly 
with any blood with which it is transfused. 

“The average person, the surgeons say, 
will possess but one or perhaps two of the 
blood classifications, and therefore could be 
used only with patients who have those par- 
ticular classifications. Shaw is termed in 
medical phraseology as a ‘universal donor.“ 

The explanation of this condition is given 
later on in the article, where it is stated 
that Shaw is an abstainer from flesh blood. 


N THE past the Chinese have died mainly 
from famine and overwork. Now, they 
will have a chance to die from other causes. 
John D. Jockefeller, Jr., chairman of the 
board of the Rockefeller Foundation, is on 
his way to China, where he will preside at 
a conference of the Chinese medical board, 
in connection with the Peking Union Medi- 
cal College. Approximately fifty persons will 
accompany the party from Vancouver. They 
represent educational associations in the 
United States and Great Britain, most of 
them being members of the board of trus- 
tees of the Rockefeller Foundation. 
China, with its 400,000,000, opens a great 
field for medical jobs, and medical experi- 
ments. No wonder there have already been 
revolts in India against this movement. 
In Health Culture Elmer Lee, M.D., writes: 
“China is to have a $6,000,000 medical 
school in Peking. It is a gift from the 
Rockefeller Foundation and is to be ready 
for use sometime next fall.

„Modern medical science is so ‘scientific’ 
as to be dangerous to the Chinese or others 
in its application. Modern medicine has mul- 
tiplied particvlars and complicated a simple 
science. It has «created mysteries and in- 
creased confusion. 
“Chinese methods of medical treatment 
are not free from objection, but some of 
them are not more visionary than those in- 
vented by American research institutes. The 
good way to help the Chinese is to give 
them better food and better homes. Were 
this plan perfected they yould not need 
costly medical schools.” 
With his hundreds of millions of dollars, 
John D. Rockefeller is doing an immense 
amount of harm, although doubtless be has 
permitted himself to be persuaded that he is 
doing good.

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LAFAYETTE AND THE BELLS OF HIS DAY.

A PAYETTE visited America for the last 
time in 1824. From the hour in which 
his advent was heralded by a rainbow envel- 
oping and tinging Fort La Fayette, just 
acroas the Narrows, until he set sail for his 
native land, he was feted and lionized. All 
the church bells of New York shouted: New 
Havenites forgot their puritanical primness 
‘and joined lustily. Newport, R. I., forgot 
that its most valued bell had been given 
Trinity Church by an English Queen and set 
it ringing louder, even, than when it was 
presented by Queen Anne on her ascension 
to her father’s throne. Providence proved 
that the bell she cast herself in 1787 for her 
Baptist church Was capable of welcoming 
reverberations; and the largest in the town, 
weighing nearly 3000 pounds, outdid itself 
because it was cast by Paul Revere of Mid- 
diesex county fame. Hartford tenderly 
swung the bell that was brovght there by 
the Reverend Thomas Hooker, Who, in 1636, 
with 100 of his followers, broke off from the 
Massachusetts Colony and founded a new 
town further south on the Connecticut. 


Getting into Massachusetts, Salem bell- 
ringers pulled mightily on the rope attached 
to a bell brought from the wilds of Canada 
years before. It had been found by Salem 
explorers, buried in the ashes of a French 
chapel—the ashes showing only too plainly 
the Indian massacre that preceded the fire. 

In Boston La Fayette heard Revere's first- 
cast bell, hanging in the New Brick Church. 
Those of Christ Church, old North Church, 
as well as those of the old South assured 
him of their welcome; while King’s Chapel 
outdid them all. The Harvard College bells, 
already old, were not remiss. Possibly the 
visitor ordered a bell from the man who 
rode so gallantly one dark night, who, after 
the Revolution, began to cast bells; for it is 

| on record that Revere sent many bells to 
West Indian plantations. 


La Fayette, too, may pave talked with 
Maj. George H. Holbrook, one-time appren- 
tice to Revere; but who even then was cast- 
ing bells for far-away California missions. It 
is interesting to speculate as to whether 
they, too, talked of this matter; for other- 
wise La Fayette probably never knew, un- 
less he later heard in St. Louis, of the terri- 
tory already destined to be a part of the 
country he so well loved. 

In Philadelphia. No cold questionings, 
now. No cooling of heels in Independence 
Square. The Liberty Bell could scarce con- 
tain its joy; and its quivering sides sent out 
brightest and clearest of tones to welcome 
its friend, once young, but no less ardent in 
age. But, alas, owing to the results of a 
broken hip, La Fayette could not ride horse- 
back. Although all through his journey many 
a soldier and officer of the Revolution pre- 
sented himself before his idol on horseback, 
the idol himself had to content himself with 
riding in a calash or other equipage. 

The ovations continued throughout the 
South. Entering Charleston, preceded by a 
troop mounted on white horses, La Fayette 
rode with his son, George Washington La 
Payette, and the same little boy, now Maj. 
Huger, who played with his French sword 
and attempted to rescue him at Olmutz. 
Perhaps La Fayette never had a happier mo- 
ment than, thus riding, he heard St. 
Michaels’s bells once more. His Charleston 
friends may have told him of the sad days 
when Maj. Traille of the Royal Artillery 
claimed those same bells as his perquisites 
when the British had entered the city; and 
of the anxieties experienced until, through 
the good offices of London friends, they were 
returned to their tower. Whether they took 
the tromble to tell him of their mistake in 
painting the steeple black—against the soft, 


Whether they 
did or no, it was a mistake—it but made 
their bell-tower the more conspicuous a 
target.

He may have 
smiled a bit, remembering that Franklin 
once refused to give a bell to a town named 
for himself, saying: “I'll give books, sense is 
more than sound.”

A FAYETTE’S visit to America ended in

ed.” Later, all Paris swung her bells in 
recognition of La Fayette’s prime part in 
the revolution-of 1830—a. revolution which 
resulted in a considerable extension of the 
liberties of mankind. Following this, he was 
offered the crown of Belgium. But this he 
refused. 


It is pleasant to reflect on the peaceful 
years that followed for La Fayette at La 
Grange, his country-seat. He could occa- 
sionally ride horseback, and the very white 
charger that bore him in Paris carried him 
over country lanes and wide, cultivated 
fields. The tocsins of war or of welcome 
were replaced by one far less notable but 
none the less important—his dinner bell, 
which called him and his many famous 
guests to his generous table. 


It may seem a come-down to seme to 
think of La Fayette’s declining days as de- 
voted to agricultural pursuits. But that is 
not true; besides, as with nations, he liked 
to know the best way to do a given thing. 
He said a farm should be a factory; every 
crop made profitable; every product record- 
ed, no matter how minute. He believed in 
wholesome feeding — wholesomeness all 
through every walk of life. 

Finally, in 1834, came a gray dawn. la 
Fayette knew his great achievement was in 
America; but he also knew he had aided in 
the betterment of the masses of his native 
land. As, this hushed morn, he grew drowsy, 
after a night of pain, none of the watchers 
could see or hear what he undoubtedly saw 
and heard! 

He saw himself mounted on a white 
charger, gallantly facing the foe. He saw 
Washington coming for him on another 
noble steed. He saw his wife's flowing ap- 
parel and lovely face brightening into a 
smile of ecstatic welcome, as it had when he 
returned from the wars in which he had 
taken noble part. She, too, was mounted. 

The friends wheeled their horses and La 
Fayette’s joined their stride up a shining 
road. Soon glittering ramparts came into 
view— the last leap was at hand. As the 
horses gathered themselves for the spring, 
as each of his companions turned to watch 
their loved one, bells began to peal—Jacqui- 
line of Paris, St. Michaels of Charleston, 
Bow Bells, Erfurt, Olmutz, Boston, joined in 
the magic welcome. Finally they died away, 
and the bells of Paris gave their saluta- 
tarium. 

One bell alone had not rung. It waited— 
waited. The horses had cleared the para- 
pet. Then, as though all heaven was filled 
with its voice, the Independence Bell of 
America greeted La Fayette: 

“You have proclaimed liberty throughout 
the land and to all the inhabitants thereof.”

Not many generations ago nursing was not 
even a teaade. A nurse was a dirty, ignorant, 
liquorishly talkative old woman who could 
not get anything else to do. In time the 
job of nursing came into the hands of a class 
of women who believed that it is a beautiful 
and dignified thing to care for the sick. By 
their own attitvde toward their work they 
compelled a complete change of opinion in 
others. Nursing became a profession and 
the most cultured woman is now at home 
in the ranks of those whose duties are often 
onerous and disagreeable. The same may 
be told of physicians who once treated the 
sick as a side line to barbering.

The problem of the servant would cease 
to exist if helpers and their employers threw 
off the false idea that service is degrading. 
Why has housework not risen to the status 
of a profession? That is the only hope for 
women who can employ help and women 
who wish to make their living by serving. 

A handsome and highly-educated young 
woman when discussing the profession she 
entered, added: 

“I wish it was professional to keep house. 
I have a talent for that; and my ideal of an 
occupation would be to have charge of the 
kitchen in some wonderful home. But, of 
course, it is out of the question.” 

To be sure, there are chefs who love their 
work and have raised it to a profession. But 
they are too few to make even a ripple up- 
on the surface of the servant question. 

Salesmen as a class love their work and 
always speak of it as an “art.” There is a 
far cry from the oldtime peddler who was 
too dirty to sleep in the house to the modern 
salesman. The latter has, through love of 
his work, evolved to a man who must pos- 
sess every social grace and a keen intellect 
in order to keep his place with his own kind. 

It is untrue that any form of labor is de- 
grading or warping to the mentality. It is 
untrue that any form of useful work is in- 
herently vulgar. It is true that labor is 
beautiful and noble. 

It is true that labor is a reality to be 
faced and not a bugaboo that can be fright- 
ened off by dancing. It is often hard and 
exacting, but always clean and wholesome, 
A sincere day's work is the best antidote 
for crotchets in the brain. There is some- 
thing primevally satisfying in a day that 
ends with aching muscles and it is a sweet 
sleep that comes to a toil-wearied body. 

It is true that labor is not a giant to be 
decapitated, but a friend to be welcomed. 

It is also true that there is no chance in 
a sane universe and all that happens has a 
purpose. Work, therefore, has its purpose 
and each man's task contains an inner mean- 
ing for him. The dignity of labor appears 
only when one looks through its physical as- 
pect to its spiritual one. 

Labor should not be accepted negatively, 
but positively, for it carries healing in its 
wings for the nations.

Attorney-General that the alien land law 
prohibits crop leases between Japanese and 
land owners or distributors. There is a 
surplus of farm labor in California, and, 
when cantaloupe planting time comes, the 
condition of the labor market will propably 
be unchanged. Many white men are anx- 
fous and ready to do their best at growing 
cantaloupes on the same terms as given the 
Japanese, and hundreds of white laborers 
will take the place of the orientalis in the 
cantaloupe fields. Many times Imperial 
Valley organizations and publications have 
questioned the value of the cantaloupe 
growing industry to the valley, because the 
growing of the crop is almost entirely in 


the hands of the Japanese, and the distrib.- 3 


uting of the cantaloupes is done by outside 
firms. When the c loupes are all 
shipped the Japanese take their money to 
other places and the distributors do like 
wise. Hence the agitation to turn the can- 
taloupe fields into alfalfa, barley, milo, fruit 
or cotton. With the advent of the white 
cantaloupe grower conditions will probably 
change. The white grower will establish a 
home for himself in the fertile valley and 
probably till the fields from year to year, 
marketing the crop on the co-operation plan. 
The white man’s dollar, it would seem, is 
easier to trace through the channels of val- 
ley trade than the Japanese’s dollar. 
There are persons who doubt that white 
men can grow the valley's great cantaloupe 
crop as well as the Japanese. That is 
wrong. W. 8. Faweett of N Centro grows 
more and probably better cantaloupes than 
any other man,in the county. Last year 
he had cantaloupes on 1100 acres and 
shipped over 600 cars of a brand of canta- 
loupes known in eastern centers as the 
best fruit turned out in Imperial Valley. 


Silver Lining Shows. 

HE silver linimg to the clouds over the 

farm is beginning to appear. The 
monthly report of agricultural and business 
conditions on the Pacific Coast, issued by 
the Twelfth Federal Reserve District, calls 
attention to the fact that canners of fruits 
report a stronger demand for their prod- 
ucts, and fruit growers who expected but 
$35 per ton for their peaches are getting 
around $50 per ton. The financing of ex 
port trade has also stimulated the market 
for canned tomatoes, corn, condensed milk 
and other products. Heavy showers have 
benefited the ranges in all sections of Cali 
fornia; except a portion of Southern Call- 
fornia, generous rains have fallen on the 
Arizona ranges and the prices of hogs have 
advanced materially. Growers of fruit have 
felt the advancement in prices for their 
crops and have received encouragement. 
The wholesale price of creamery butter has 
advanced. The situation as regards prices 
for farm crops and animals seems to have 
taken a turn for the better. 


. Air Line the Best? 
RESIDENT CHARLES J. GLIDDEN of 
the World Board of Avronautics Com- 
missioners tells California farmers not 
to worry over freight rates and starvation 
prices for farm products; that shortly air- 
planes and dirigibles will carry apples and 
cows, prunes and alfalfa over the seven 
high mountains and seven wide valleys to 
the eastern market. All very well, but 
while the transportation system of coun- 
try is undergoing « revolution, and air- 
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line freight system is being organized, is 
there not danger that the man with the 
hoe will be eaten up, economically, by 
freight rates which prohibit even a fair 
living from the soll? There has been a 
great clamor against the high costs of food. 
Food came down, away down, to its 1914 
level, Other commodities stay up. Freight 
rates are still up, and unless the farmer ts 
enabled to ship his products to market at 
a small profit to himself, he cannot be 
blamed for raising only enough*for himself 
and family and a little selling by the road- 
side.

It 
is said their stomachs were found to be fon 
of the tough fiber from the maguey, which 
could not be digested. 
The creadas, or servants, are fond of us- 
ing a soapy fiber fron: the plant, which they 
call chi-chi. It has very marked cleansing 


powers, also softening water sufficiently for 


the softest, finest wools. This product is 
very much undervalued, in my estimation, 
as a half-bushel basket full sells for 5 cen- 
ta vos. I do not know definitely just which 
particular part of the plant this fiber is ob- 
tained from, but understand it is from the 
thick part of the leaf of the Castilla maguey. 

In preparing the magvey as a food for 
cattle, the leaves are cut off close to the 
trunk, peeled of the outer skin and hacked 
into fine pieces, rendering the fibers less 
dangerous to the animals’ digestive system. 
Sheep, goats and mules all relish the plant 
as a food when prepared in the aforesaid 
manner. It has a peculiarly pungent. but 
not unpleasant, smell and flayor, and is, of 
course, extremely juicy. Mining and smelt- 
ing companies that use mules in various 
stages of their operations invariably have 
special fields of maguey planted for feeding 
these animals, the maguel even superseding 
alfalfa, which ‘sg gradually becoming a 
source of large income to progressive plant- 


slightly affected by the dry, arid climate. 
On the mountain sides, far froth settled com- 
munities, the maguey grows in quantities, 
and burro trains are constantly seen com- 
ing from these outlying districts, laden with 
the leaves either in the dry or natural state, 
atid also the pulque. 
COVERS FOR THE OLLAS. 

The pon women are obliged to carry wa- 
ter each day for household use, in large 
ollas or clay water jugs. The modern Marys 
sometimes have covers or stoppers on these 
jars, cut from a maguey leaf; what prompts 
this I do not exactly know, but it can’t be a 
knowledge of sanitation, as this worthy sub- 
ject, eugenics, and many others are still un- 
heard of things in this Mexican country. 
I have noticed harness patched with strips 
of maguey leaf, as it offers a great deal of 
resistance, and is very strone. 

Out on the mountain trails are many 
small huts, some having thatched roofs, but 
many fashioned of maguey leaves, overlaid 
in such a way that very little rain or wind 
can find its way throveh. Many of the fam- 
ilies living in these tiny huts prepare 
maguey fiber, and with it weave many small 
articles on home-made looms. I have seen 
many a gray-bearded sage working at a 
loom propped against the side and roof of 
his hut, as we passed by on horseback with 
our guide. The most common of the articles 
thus made are matting (far superior and 
more lasting than the mattings you are pay- 
ing such fancy prices for in the States at 
present,) and tortilla bags; these are some- 
times decorated after weaving, in colored 
eonventional or old Aztec designs, the dye 
vsed being, of course, made at home from 
available plants, earths and berries.  Pil- 
| grimages to town are then made to sell 
these things, and the family returns to the 
humble mountain home with a few centavos 
for a few months more of simple living. 

The preparation and making up of the 
fiber is one of the largest city industries, 
and many stages of the process are sim- 
ple, but of picturesque interest. Much of 
both the raw and finished prodrct have been 
sent to the States the past year to fill the 
shortage there. The fiber is known as istle 
de maguey and is, I believe, at present sell 
ing at the rate of about 10 cents per pound 


. NEW PACKING PLANT. 


YUCAIPA. — Cash buyers are apparently 
very reluctant to make an offer on winter 
apples. It is expected that the opening prices 
will be offered soon, however. Early varie- 
ties of apples have been bringing from 2% 
to 5 cents a pound, and the growers are ex- 
pecting better prices for the later crop. Be- 
cause of the increased yield year in the 
Yucaipa Valley, it is nec to enlarge 
the facilities for handling the crop. Rivers 
Brothers, Los Angeles, have announced that 
they will have a new packing-house on the 
South Mesa, the first to be built there. The 
first unit is to be 30 by 80 feet, and so built 
as to admit of enlargements at any time. 
The latest type of packing and grading ma- 
chinery will be installed in the house, and 
the company intends to enlarge and im- 
prove the plant until it will be one of the 


most completely equipped in the valley.

the growers themselves. Last year, 14,- 
00 pounds of figs were imported from 
Asia and Europe in dried form, and about 
6,900,000 pounds of dried California figs 
found their way into the American market. 
im June, this year, a carioad of fresh figs 
from California found enthusiastic welcome 
in Chicago, and a new outlet for the product 
of California groves was found. 

The output of figs from groves in Los 
Angeles, Imperial, Riverside, Tulare, Fresno 
and Madera counties is greatly increasing 
@ach year, as the new groves come into bear- 
img, and the demand quickly absorbs the 
crop. First figs of the season come from 
the Coachella and Imperial valleys, and are 
shipped fresh to eastern centers. As high 
as $1 per pound has been received for these 
Oret figs of the season.

Before harvesting time, the surface of the 
ground should be smoothed or dragged, to 
make it easier to pick up the fallen figs, and 
produce a cleaner product. Weeds and grass 
should be heed away, but the dried grass

The trees may be lightly shaken, but care 
should be taken not to dislodge immature 
or green fruit.

The Calimyrna figs 
should, therefore, be cured principally in 
stacks. In some districts the trays may be 
stacked almost immediately after picking up 
the figs from the ground. In more humid 
sections exposure to the sum may be neces- 
sary for several days. The Oalimyrna fig 
should not be sulphured, except under un- 
usual conditions to prevent fermentation. 


THE WHITE ADRIATIC, 


Frequent picking up of the Adriatic fig is 
to be emphasized. Neglect will result in 
sunburn and in dark color, as well as in- 
festation. Immediately after the gathering 
of Adriatic figs into lug boxes they are 
dumpéd on the drying trays and sulphured 
late in the day, or during the night. 

All varieties of figs are not sulphured. The 
Black Mission fig could not be improved in 
color by sulphvring. The Calimyrna fis 
when properly handled does not need sul- 
phuring, but the Adriatic is ordinarily sub- 
jected to the fumes of sulphur for the pur- 
pose of lightening the color, softening the 
skin and disinfecting the fruit. A reason- 
able amount of sulphuring is considered 
quite legitimate in California, and when 
properly done, does not injure the fruit, but 
rather improves the color and keeping dual 


Before boxing, figs should be hand-sorted. 
Bird-pecked and split figs shovid be re- 
moved, and delivered in separate boxes. 
Sour and smutted figs should be picked out 
and reserved for hog feed, or other pur- 
poses. No figs after sorting should be sacked 
for delivery, as the figs are more or less in- 
jured in quality by delivering in sacks, or 
u stored im sacks for any length of time. 
After sorting figs, they are dumped into lug 
boxes or sweat boxes without any further 
provess.

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MORE BLASTOPHAGA 
_ MEANS BIGGER FIGS.

STRATHMORE. —Last year Mr. and Mrs. 
Carl Nelson of Strathmore district were 
‘ready to give up their fifteen-acre fig or 
chard in despair. This year success is com- 
ing and dollars are at hand to “buy more 
capris to make more figs” on through the 
orchardist's round robin. ~ 

To Cart Nelson goes the distinction of 
being the first Tulare county fig man to 
individually ship fresh figs to market, al- 
though many Tulare figs were included in 
the famed first car which went to eastern 
markets from Fresno this spring. Nelson's 
crop of Calimyrnas was particularly heavy 
last year, but, instead of drying success- 
fully; they were seized with rot. Experts 
from the argicultural college at Berkeley 
declared that they were too large and must 
be split and that this unusual size was due 
to extra capfrifying. Nelson was unwilling 
to give his experiment in producing a 
product of extra size and determined to sell 
them for table use.

$1 per box and he ships about 100 boxes 
day. The season will last for over 


y days yet. He has five or six huge pez 


capri fig trees and, beginning early in June, 
placed plenty of capris in each Calimyrna 
trees, using as many as sixty or seventy in 
some trees. The resulting product is er 
tra large, sugary and juicy, and delightful 
as fresh fruit, on which he will specialize 
in the future. Mr. Nelson's orchard, in 
the opinion of D. T. Newer. horticulturist 
of the district, is one of the most distinc 
tive in the county.
